New Motor Law Increasing 
Legal 


Speed Increased Hazards of M ak­ 


ing Left Turn

/ Turning left is mi art ml its o\\u 
and when more automobile 
drivers 
master the art of making a left turn 
the number ot motor ear accidents 
in cities and country roads will be 
decreased (materially according to 
a staement issued by Todd Stoops, 
secretary-m anager of the 
Hoosier 
Motor Club. 
“ The new motor law, 
which in­ 
creases the legal speed on the open 
road from twentv-tive miles an hour 
to thirty-five miles an hour has in­ 
creased the hazards of making a leit 
turn on 
country roads," says Mr. 
Stoops, “ and many reports are be­ 
ing received ot accidents narrowl\ 
averted on 
account 
of 
motorists 
turning sharply left oil a main ti ri­ 
valed highway and directly in lront 
of oncoming motorists traveling at 
the legal speed of thirty-five miles 
an hour. 
“ The left turn lias always 
been 
oon side reded the most dangerous of 
all motor car operations 
and the 
cautious driver will look to the front 
and rear and signal properly before 
attempting the performance. By all 
means the driver should signal be­ 
fore turning left, but lie should also 
be sure that the motorist in the rear 
sees his signal ami is not coming so 
fast as to make it impossible to a- 
void a rear-end collision. And the 
om-oming motorist 
is also 
to oe 
considered by the one 
who 
turns 
left. Turning left directly in front 
of a 
ar traveling 
a t 
a speed 
of 
thirty-five miles an hour makes a 
hazardous situation tor the oncom­ 
ing driver who must crash into the 
motorist who luis turned left or be 
faced with the |x»ssibility ol a head- 
on rolli-ion by swerving. 
Every one who drives has been 
placed in harrowing 
jjositions by 
the one who turns left. If the brakes 
won’t stop the ear in time the on­ 
coming motorist must Lit, 
hnwtd- 
ide, the automobile which has turn- 
d left with fatal consequences to 
all its occupants, or h<‘ must col­ 
lide, head-on, with auother<*-ar with 
jKissibly fatal consequences to him­ 
self and others and also hear the 
legal responsibility oi being on the 
wrong side ot the road 
when the 
ollision occurs. There are very tew 
who drive who have not thought ot 
all these possibilities in 
less than 
a second, when confronted by 
an 
incapable driver who turns left. 
“ The left turn should be 
made 
slowly if traffic is heavy to give e- 
very one a chance to see and an ti­ 
cipate the danger. It 
is imperative 
that a signal is given first; second, 
look lront and hack, and third, il 
trallic is heavy slow down or stund 
still until traffic has lessened. 
By 
slowing down or standing still, dri­ 
ver«. to the front ami rear can avoid 
a ««ollision and the left turn can I,«* 
completed with absolute wifely. It 
is tho hurry-up left turn that makes 
gray hairs, grinding brakes and ia- 
tal accidents. 
“ Trallic 
policemen 
can 
relate 
many instances 
of 
accidents and j 
near accidents on account of the left j 
turn. This operation seem- 
to 
he | 
contusing to many drivers who take 
a left turn around a traffic man and 
fail to stop until tralli • with the *Go 
signal is halted. A good slogan for 
every motorist would be ‘Left i urn 
—Slow,’ in the 
interest 
of safety 
and self-preservation. 
“ Police officers are showing great 
activity in 
some 
sections 
of the 
state and rigidly enforcing the pro­ 
visions of the new motor law. Mo­ 
to rists should bear in mind that it 
is unlawful to travel taster 
than 
thirty-five miles an hour on the open 
road; unlawful^ to use a cut-out on 
any road and that signals should he 
given when approaching 
a cross­ 
road or passing another ear. Most 
of the arrests reported are based on 
violations of these provisions ot the 
new act but a strict observance of 
all the provisions of the new motor 
laws will make motoring more pleas­ 
urable and safer."

waiting to get a sight of 
Stephen- 


son, wearing bracelets. A large num- 
ber of women were in the crowd.

won't stop the car in time the on- 
coming motorist must hit, broad- 
side, the automobile which has turn- 
ed left with fatal consequences to 
all its occupants, or he must col- 
lide, head-on, with auo.ther-*ear with 
possibly fatal consequences to him- 
self and others and also hear the 
legal responsibility of being on the 
wrong side of the road-'when the 
collision occurs. There .are very few 
who drive who have not thought of 
all these possibilities in less thun 
a second, when confronted by an 
incapable driver who -turns left. 


"The left turn should be made 


slowly if traffic is heavy to give e- 
very one a chance to see and anti- 
cipate the danger. It is imperative 
that .a signal is given first ; second, 
look .front and back, and third, if 
traffic is heavy slow down or stand 
still until traffic has lessened. 
By 


slowing down or standing still, dri- j 
vers to the front and rear can avoid 
a collision and the left turn can be 
completed with Absolute safety. It 
is thai hurry-up left turn that makes 
gray hairs, grinding brakes and far. 
tal accidents. ,

The 
permits are also given to such vet- 
erans of all other wars, excepting 
they must reside in Indiana. 


Application for permits should be

These applications are al- 
so sent into the state each month, 
along with the report of the licenses 
regularly sold. Clerks have been 
cautioned to look over the discharge 
papers carefully and be sure 
that
